But its 
charges were based on informa- 
tion gathered by the FBI, and 
made public 10 months ago. 


In citing this information, the 


committee omitted one important 
sentence. It quoted the FBI state-

The proper place for such prep- 


aration would be preferably in the 
high school where a course of 
study in social relations of mar- 
riage 
and 
family-living 
would 


teach the value in picking- a life 
partner. It would teach the per- 
sonal, 
financial, 
and 
emotional 


facts of marriage and family re- 
sponsibility. 


Another step in parent prepara- 


tion would be for the parent to 
realize that as the child grows he 
becomes 
an 
independent indivi- 


dual. A doting parent too often 
•poils the emotional stability of 
the child, he needs a feeling of in- 
dependence for future being. 


The third step in preparation is 


to teach good mental habits, there 
should be no prejudices—race, reli- 
gion, or otherwise.

Children should grow 
up believing that most people are 
decent and fine.

Makes Him Martyr 


And Stirs Czechs 


MacKenzie Believes Hi 


Spirit Will Continue to 


Lead His People 


By DEWITT Ma<KEN/lK 


(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Jan Masaryk's death h&s throwt 


much light on a question which 
had been puzzling a lot of us 
namely, just how he appraised the 
situation growing out of the Com 
munist seizure of power in Czecho 
.Slovakia. 


Several days after the Red coup 


he gave a flat endorsement of 
close 
cooperation with Russia 


However, he coupled this with the 
dramatic declaration to the armj 
and his "Czech and Slovak broth- 
ers:" "I am with you." 


It was an enigmatic statement 


Some observers thought it indi- 
cated that Masaryk had embark- 
ed on a highly dangerous double 
game. Others felt he was trying 
to steer a middle course to bring 
Moscow and the western democra- 
cies together in peace. 


Playing Futile Role? 


Well, it now seems probable 


that in the long and lonely hours 
of Tuesday night he came to the 
fateful decision that he was play- 
ing a futile role—that his useful- 
ness was finished. 
What tipped 


the balance may have been his 
realization that his continued pres- 
ence in the Communist govern- 
ment as foreign minister was giv- 
ing the 'Reds a chance to traffic 
on the public's worship of his fath- 
er—founder of the republic. 
The 


magic name of Masaryk was an 
invaluable asset to the Commu- 
nists in their efforts to solidify 
the country behind the totalitar- 
ian government. 


•fan Masaryk may even have 


felt (to use the language of Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Attlee) that 
"he could not endure to live in the 
suffocating; atmosphere of totali- 
tarianism." 
Indeed, it would be 


strange if the foreign minister 
weren't in a state of near despair. 
Still, I'm inclined to believe that 
he would have stayed on and 
fought it out, if he hadn't felt that 
it was better for his country if 
he "withdrew." 


Brave as His Father 


I'm trying to look at the thing 


objectively, and perhaps it would 
be easier if I hadn't known Jan 
Masaryk and his father and other 
members of the family. I haven't 
yet met anybody who knew the 
Masaryk family who didn't have 
a high regard for it. 
N0 more 


doughty fighter ever came out of 
Central Europe than Thomas Ma- 
saryk, the rebel who became fath- 
er of his country. 
There is no 


reason to doubt that Jan was a 
chip off the old block, so far as 
bravery is concerned. 


So it isn't unreasonable to con- 


clude that Jan Masaryk figured it 
was for the good of Czechoslovakia 
if he disappeared. 
Only a lew 


hours before his death he visiU-d 
his father's grave. 
One wonders 


if the son was seeking inspiration 
from the wisdom of the father. 
Perhaps he got that help. 
Who 


knows ? 


The manner in which the end 


came doesn't in the least alter our 
hypothesis. 
The Praguo govern- 


ment tells us that he committed 
suicide by jumping out of a third 
story window. 


-Martyr for Freedom 


In any event, whether Jan Ma- 


saryk jumped or whether he met 
his death in some other mysterious 
fashion doesn't matter. What does 
count is that in the darkest hours 
of Tuesday night he was mad* a 
martyr to inspire his people to 
fight for freedom. 
If he jumped 


voluntarily, he was driven to it; if 
he died some other way, the ef- 
fect remains the same. 


Whatever way you figure it, 


Jan Masaryk has suffered the 
same fate as his country. But it's 
my guess that his spirit will con- 
tinue to march ahead of his peo- 
ple, along side that of his father. 


Perhaps even more important is 


he effect 
of the Czechoslovak 


situation on the western democra- 
cies, 
u. S. Secretary of State 


Marshall yesterday summed up the 
position in blunt language. 
He 


declared that Czechoslovakia is un- 
der "a reign of terror," and cited 
rtasaryk's death as one of the 
hings which indicate very plainly 
n'hat is going on. He added: 


There is also a very strong 


eeling regarding these develop- 
ments and a considerable passion 
af view on the part of a great 
many in this country. The situa- 
ion is very, very serious."
